Now, mark, I ‘do not say that the church 
ought not to be a completely organized tem- 
perance society. I believe the church ought 
to take an. open and decided stand against 
this monster evil which has been so disas- 
trous to the interests of society, and so. per- 
nicious. to the prosperity of the church. Bat 
the church has not done this, and considering 
the present state of the membership and I 
may say, the.. ministry .too, it will be a 
long time before she can do it. What I 
mean is, there are so many members who 
are in the habit of using ardent. spirits as a 
beverage, that it vill require a long time to 
bring about that state of things, by which 
she will be able to convince the world that 
she is really in earnest in her opposition to 
this deadly vice. The church then is not, 
even to her own members, and for a long 
time yet to come, she cannot be to the world

around her, a temperance society. 


I will now lay down a proposition and let 
him dispute it who can. When a moral, re- 
ligious, or benevolent fociety.ceases to an- 
swer any of the ‘putposes for ‘which it was 
organized, if any other society comes into 
existence, having for its object the.supplying 
of the defielencies of the old one, it will be- 
come our duty to: snstain the new one, until 
the old one retatns to the full discharge of 
her duty.

SELF GOVERNMENT. 
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i BY THE EDITOR, : 

Various are the considerations that claim 
the attention. of ,young men, but the first 
and most important, is that of .self-govern- 
ment. With: what.a peculiar emotion of 
pride and pleasure are the words tttered— 
‘lama -man now! Bat,how few, if, in- 
deed, any who thus exult, can control them- 
selves. They feel a proud consciousness of 
suddenly acquired power and influence, but, 
where most. needed, over themselves, they 
have made no accession of strength. Too 
often, inclination influences every decision, 
and passion is allowed to blind the percep: 
tions where correct action is most necded. 

To acquire that self-control. so. much need- 
ed, and so mueh desired by every ‘one, it is 
necessary, in-the beginning, that the thoughts 
should be turned inwards, in. calm, unbias- 
sed, earnest, searching exploration. For a 
man must know himself before he can go- 
vern himself; and only by a process of 
inental exploration can he possibly know 
himself... This process, at first, will not be 
found an easy one. But it will soon hegin 
to exhibit fruits. One discovery of a hidden 
bias of character,.will open the way for new 
discoveries, and the: Jonger and more. fre- 
quently the mind is turned inward upon it- 
self, the more will its true element be per: 
ceived in their real forms, character, and re: 
lations. And it will also be perceived, how 
these elements rule the life; and contyol the 
external actions. | 

Such a system of.self examination once 
entered upon, the next thing to be’ done, is 
of course to use the power thus acquired, in 
self-government. --It is -always a great help 
to the right understanding of'any proposition, 
to. illustrate it in some way. It may, there- 
fore, be useful, to detail, more practically, 
the process of self-exploration, and the man- 
ner of applying the knowledge thus ‘gained 
to life. 

We will suppose the case of a young man 
who is conscious, . that, within his mind, 
there is a something, which, injspite of his 
judgmenty, causes bim,. while its influence 
predominetes,: to. feel or-act ‘contrary to his 
sober sense of what is right. He may, for 
instance, hav¢’a feeling of envy at the pros- 
perity of ‘shers, rating. it his:mind. He be- 
comes aware. of the activity of this feeling, 
from the uneasiness which it produces with- 
in him. Its pain makes it apparent, and in- 
dicates that itis wrong. Now, howshall he 
get free from the influence of sach an 6vil 
emotion ; or, in other-words; how shall «he 
be enabled to govern himselt in such a way 
as to keep this envious spirit so mueh under 
control, as never to be influenced by it to 
jure one more prosperous, in word or action! 
‘To subdue such .a. troublesome bias of the 
mind, it will be all-important for him to 
lapk it, if we may so speak, full in the face; 

ceive, and acknowledge; that he could 
oer uneasiness at his neighbor's greater 
success in business or the same feeling at. bis 
superior reputation for learning-or talents, if 
he had not, in his mind an-evil pringiple of 


t, theguardians#envy,. He mastlet no feeling of self-esteem 


btind him.,to the truth that he is rea'ly envious. | 
Upon this struggle for an honest self-ac- 

knowledgment of the truth, no matter how 
pxinful it may be, -hangsall important con- 

segtrences. Ifthe truth be acknowledged, 

as well as felt, then halfthe battle is-gainéd. 
But, if, from a principle of false: pride, be 
refuse fo acknowledge the real-existence of 
the evil, then he will pass wnder its more 
powerful dominion, and be strangely blinded f 
to its. existence. Having sought out,.and 
brought out into the light of his own per- 
ceptions this moral perversion, : and acknow- 
ledged that it is.an evil, his plain’ duty, 8f 
course is, to stragglé againat the entertain: 
ment of envious’ “feelings ; knowftig, that"te 


foster such feelings, he must himself be in-| - 


jared. A ‘consideration that would greatly 


‘assist him in this struggle, is the fact, that 


any evil feeling, cherished, must and will 
gain strength; and, that he cannot+tell how 
soon, from entertaining those of envy, he 
may be led to attempt secret injury. 

But, let us look at another case. A com- 
mon fault of young men is.an impatiexe2 of 
opposition. They cannot bear to have 
their own opinions called in question, nor 
to have their-inclinations ehecked by the-in- 
terposition of reasons offered by those who 
are older and .more. experienced, . A young 
man of a certain temperament gets into an 
argument with one of his own age, or with 
one his -senior-by twenty. years; They dif- 
fer in their’ views, and he becomes at once 
excited. ‘The opposition of even sounder 
reasons than any he can possibly offer, ouly 
excites, an antagonistic principle, instedd of 
convincing him... Too saon, his feelings be- 
come excited, and he allows himself to in- 
duige in harshand unbecoming: language. 
Ifit so happens that he has the best of the 
arguments, and his apponent,. in. the contro- 
versy, disregards the weight of his reasoning, 
or cannot perceive it, the sarhe result fol- 
lows. He cannot govern himself.—He is 
impatient of opposition. In his moments of 
sober thought he regrets his weakness, and 
is ashamed of his conduct. But again and 
again he is overcome and falls into like men- 
tal condemnation. 

For such a one, great watch fulness is ne- 
cessary. He should never forget his weak- 
ness. And, as a primary means of self-con- 
trol, he should .explore his own mind, and 
endeavor to learn why it-is that he cannot 
bear the slightest opposition. In all pro- 
bability, he will find that he so highly es- 
teems himself, as to be almost unconscious 
of acting wrong under any circumstances ; 
and this self-esteem is roused whenever there 
is any oppositicn to what he does or says, 
He must endeavor, if he would correct this 
error, to remember, that others are as honest 
in. their opinions as he is, and that he should 
have the same respect for theit opinions that 
he desires them..to have for his. - This ac- 
knowledying that others have the samé’cén- 
sciousness of being right that he has, he will 
be led to sce that he is actually trenching 
upon their rights when he becomes angry at 
opposition, instead of their trenching upon 
his. _He demands, for himself, freedom of 
opinion, but virtually dehies it to otbers, in 
becoming angry when they insist upon their 
own Views of a contested question. 

An all important object of control is iveli- 
nation... It.binds the judgment, and: too of- 
ten. guides: our most important decisivns, 
leading to actions that.end'in ‘consequences 
highly injurious:to ourselves, and frequently 
to others. This must be-ruled, or {it will rule 
us to our coast. When* wwe coitsider, that 
our very natures are perverted from good to 
evil, how can we expett, inclinations can be 
other than evil? This fact should be brought 

right up before the mind, and considered at- 
tentively. No false notions of dignity, of 
character, no blind self-esteem should pre: 
vent our seeing @istinctly that the natural 
tendencies of our mind are not, towards 
good. Correcting thug our wrong ideas, 
formed from superficial thought, let ug learn 
to question closely our inclinations, where 
any important matter is concerned, and se 
riously to distrust them. If, upon a rational 
view of all the grounds.upon which an action 
is contemplated, judgment should oppose 
inclination, there is but one right course, 
and that is, to decide in favor of judgment. 
[t will require a powerful effort with. some, 
‘but important considerations demand that 
the effort should be made. Let every young 
man decide; in moments of calm reflection, 
that he will firmly oppose the promptings of 
an inclination, whenever a distinct percep- 
tion, from reason, “canhot be formed i in their 
favor. Such a resolution, kept steadily in 
the mind, will soon become fixed as a prin- 
ciple, and be ever réady to act wae, aid i is 
required. ” 

It is hardly requisite” to age the neces 
sity of keeping evil ‘passions and desires, 
urider’the most rigid control.— They are the 
wild beats@f tlié mind, that, when roused, 
seek to debase and destroy it, . The more 
they are indulged, the more powerfal do they 
become ; and the longer they- are‘ indulged’ 
the harder will it be to subdue them. ‘Who 
is more to be commisserated, than a man 
who cannot resist his angry. passions ? And 
yet, there‘ was a time when he was not their 
slave ; when he could easily pass from un- 
der their’brief-doniinion. But by a gradual 
aceession pf-power, from frequent indulgetice 
these evil-passions-continuéd to gain strength 
until, at tasty he was brought’ into '& bon: 
dago from which it is~alinost impossitile to 
escape. Slight cmises ‘oilly’are ‘féeqaited to’

dulgences, until his mind has become bru- 
talized in a degree, painful to contemplate. 
Once, he possessed the power of controling 
these evil affections, and suffered them but 
rarely to bring him into bondage: But; now, 
a passing thought will kindle up the slum- 
bering fire within him. He is no longer a 
free man, 

One of the most serious subjects of reflec- 
tion for a young man, is this of self-control. 
Every thing depends upon it.- Its regular 
exercise will soon create a habit of submis- 
sion to the dictates of reason. Its neglect 
will soon bring him into bondage to-evil af- 
fections. Without a degree of se}f-control, 
there is little chance of success in the world, 
and no hope of freedom from internal com- 
motion and pain. It would be impossible to 
point out all the varied and evil inclinations 
ofthe mind that. require controlling. But 
there is no one who has not-an_enternal con- 
sciousness of some tendencies within him 
that his judgment does not approve, and who 
is not, at some time or other, led into acts 
under their impulse that leave behind them 
a degree of self condemnation. It is buta 
poor compliment to a young man’s strength 
of character for him to say, ‘ I have no com- 
mand over myself,’ and yet. we hear this ut- 
tered almost every day, as.a good excuse 
for conduct that outrages the, ordinary cour- 
tesies of social intercourse. . A man. in con- 
versing with a friend, bears sentiments. at- 
tered in direct epposition.to others which he 
entertains ; he endeavors to controvert them, 
and his friend maintains his own opinions. 
Instantly he is warmed up, and. allows him- 
self to throw ont some harsh remark or per- 
sonal allusion, After.cogler moments have 
induced reflection he, sees, his,error; and 
in atonement for it, says :., 

‘Indeed, you must look.over my foolish- 
ness, [ have no command.over myself.’ 

But what security has his friend, that he 
will not, before the next ten minutes expire, 
vgain lose control of himself, and again out- 
rage his feelings? ‘The true answer, in all 
such cases should be, 

‘Then, my friend, it is time that you had 
learned to command yoursclf.’ 

This admonition, if urged with the utmost 
mildness, will, in general, produce a salutory 
effect. Butit is needicss to pursue this sub. 
ject farther. 
sérious reflection to the mind of every young 
man, and.to‘make him resolve to begin now,
